The  Rev.  Doctor  also  mentioned  another 
case  in  which  several  female  sli 
about  to  be  sold  under  very  moving  circum¬ 
stances,  where  he  felt  it  to  be  his  duly  to 
purchase  them.  Several  of  these,  women 
in  the  process  of  time  were  married;  and 
their  husbands  were  in  the  habit  of  coming 
from  where  tliey  lived  once  a  week  lo 
spend  the  Sabbath  with  them.  In  further 
process  of  time,  by  these  women  lie  had 
childicn  ‘  born  in  his  house,’  as  Ahralinm 
had.  In  choosing  to  marry,  these  women 
had  not  consulted  himi  else,  perhaps,  he 
would  have  disapproved  of  it;  nor  in  the 
matter  oflheir  having  children  was  his  ad¬ 
vice  asked;  he  would  have  prevented  it  if 
he  could.  The  Doctor  stated  lhat  he  had 
owned  altogether  9  or  10  slaves.  He  af¬ 
firmed  that  white  labor  was  much  the 
cheapest,  and  that  so  lar  fiotn  the  slaves 
being  the  oppressed  and  nfllicled  people, 
they  were  represented  to  be,  they  were  the 
reverse  ol  ihal.  Ho  knew  an  instance  of 
a  negro  man,  being  asked  if  he  was  free, 
replying,  “  No,  thank  God,  I  am  a  slave.” 
He  had  in  his  ftynily  and  lhat  of  his  son- 
in-law,  at  one  lime,  four  stout  negro  men, 
six  feet  high,  as  slaves,  and  who  were  of¬ 
fered  free  papers  by  their  friends  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  if  they  wished  to  run  away.  But 
they  promptly  rejected  the  offer,  saying, 
‘oh,  no,  they  were  better  off  where  they 
were.’  The  Doctor  concluded  by  depre¬ 
cating  the  passage  of  a  set  of  general  and 
sweeping  resolutions  by  the  Assembly — no 
matter  what  were  the  circumstances  ol  the 
case — against  every  man  that  lieW  slaves. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Beecher  thought  that 


must  of  course  be  quite  limited.  What 
would  be  the  encouragement  which  persons 
of  the  description  of  these  fugitives  would 
receive  among  those  who  are  not  especially 
frienidy  to  them  in  this  region.  WIjo  would 
lake  a  perfect  stranger,  totally  ignorant  of 
farming,  and  with  a  dark  skin,  into  his  fam¬ 
ily  and  give  him  eiiiployineiii  6nd  wngc.s? 

Most  of  the  feipale  refugees  from  the  land 
of  darkness,  pollution  and  cruelty,  have  been 
fluid  hands.  They  can  u.-e  such  tools,  as 
they  have  been  accustomed  to  liaiidle,  in  the 
tobacco,  cane  and  cotton  fields,  and  rice 
swamps;  but  of  the  u.-e  of  the  needle,  and 
other  implements  of  household  and  domos- 
t:c  labor,  iher  are  perfectly  ignorant.  They 
are  ready  lo  do  wlial  they  can,  but  what  can 
they  dri?  They  have  been  compelled,  both 
men  and  woiiicn,  to  labor  without  compeii- 
snlion.  They  of  course  bring  with  iherii  no 
means  of  supporting  themselves,  but  their 
hands.  You  will  iliink  of  our  desiiluie  sis¬ 
ters.  A  consideration  of  then- case  will 
awaken  sympathy,  prayer  and  effort  to  af¬ 
ford  them  aid.  Their  condition,  though  in¬ 
finitely  preferable  to  that  of  slavery,  is  yet 
pitiable.  ‘The  righteous  considereih  the 
cause  of  the  poor  ;  the  wicked  regardeih 
know  ‘it.’

years  after?  In  1831  anolher  law  was  passi 
for  punishing-  those  who  should  teach  slaves 
colored  person^publicly  or  privately  for  pay  ; 
but  this  was  two  years  before  any  ubolilion  so 
ciety  existed  in  NewVork,  and  before  ill 
cause  bad  exerted  any  influence  upon  tli 
coiimry.  Yt;t  this  is  the  law  to  wliicli  the  Di 
must  liave  alluded,  ns  (lie  Revised  Statutes  ofj 
Virginia  will  show.

I  $’3000  in  this  city,  the  strong  hold  of  intem- 
ith  j  perance,  and  of  S600  at  a  single  term  in  .Mid- 
(  dlesex  county,  fuPy  establishes  the  supremacy 
drown  each  ,  of  the  law.  One  of  the  agents  of  the  society 
hail  been  in  attendance  upon  the  courts  ofj 
Middlesex,  Berkshire  and  Hampden  counties, 
and  tbe  chaiVman  of  tlie  chinniittee  upon  the 
court  of  Essex,  to  aid  the  friends  of  teinper- 
per.<ince  in  obtaining  a  decision  against  the 
granting  of  licenses,  and  their  efforts  had  been 
successful.  In  every  licensing  board  in  the 
Commonwealth,  that  of  Franklin  excepted, 
the  doctrine  that  the  public  good  does  not  re¬ 
quire  a  license  is  sealed.  Confidence  is  express¬ 
ed  in  the  report, in  legal  protection  against  the 
traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks,  and  many  facts 
and  arguments  presented  in  favor  of  enforcing 
the  law  of  licensa,  in  carrying  on  the  great 
work  of  reform  in  all  cases  where  moral  .sua¬ 
sion  will  nol  effect  the  object  If  there  must 
be  a  sale,  let  it  be  avainst  Into,  and  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  law  or  without  law — let  every  one 
be  guilty  in  the  eyes  of  the  law. 

The  great  business  of  the  year  upon  which 
2  have  entered,  say  the  eommittee,  is  the 
final  battle  in  regard  to  this  law,  and  all  the 
co-operation  of  the  entire  temperance  strength 
of  the  State  is  earnesllr  invited.  Tbe  ques¬ 
tion  of  Law  or  no  Law  is  now  to  he  pul  to  the 
people  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  it  is  asked 
that  every  town  may  send  a  remonstrance 
which  shall  bring  up  a  loud  and  determined 
NO,  from  every  dwelling.  It  is  a  question  of 
jrsal  interest,  and  the  friends  of  temper- 
may  well  devote  a  years  eftbrt  to  secure 
filial  and  complete  success.  ■" 

After  reading  the  report,  and  on  a  motion 
to  accept  it,  the  meeting  was  addressed  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Colver. 

He  argued  that  the  use  of  moral  suasion  was 
not  enough  forsuccevs — that  there  were  cases 
where  nothing  lint  the  strongarin  of  the  L.YVV 
could  prevail.  He  cotiiplemented  the  Wash¬ 
ingtonians  fur  their  liberality,  and  warm¬ 
hearted  zeal  in  the  cause — Inn  even  their  great 
efforts  were  i;ot  crowned  with  complete  suc¬ 
cess  without  the  aid  of  coersion.  The  rumsel- 
ler  would  not  listen  to  the  most  tender  appeals 
to  li’s  sympathy — no  appeal  save  to  his  interest 
would  bo  entertained. 

Rev.  Mr.  Kirk  followed  in  a  few  remarks  in 
favor  of  the  report  and  in  support  of  the  ex¬ 
pediency  and  nece'ssity  of  legislation  on  this 
subject. 

The  venerable  Dr.  Pierce  orBrooklino,nt  the 
close  of  Mr.  Kirk’s  remarks  introduced  to  the 
meeting  Col.  Lehmanowsky,  a  Pole,  formerly 
a  soldier  under  Bonaparte,  and  an  aid  to  Mar¬ 
shal  Ney,  at  present,  an  Evaiigelic.Rl  Luther¬ 
an  Missionary  in  the  state  of  Illinois.  The 
Rev.  Doctor  stated  that  the  Colonel  was  of 
the  same  age  of  himself,  and  was  born  on  the 
same  day  (the  9lh  of  February,  177^  as  the 
hunented  Harrison.  He  prefaced  bis  remarks 
by  saying  that  he  understood  that  nowadays 
when  a  muii  arose  to  address  11  Temperance 
meeting,  tlie  audience  expecteil  to  hear  the 
exiierienee  of  a  Reformed  DriinkurtJ,,  but  in 
his  ease  they  would  be  disappointed.  He 
thanked  God  he  hiiif never  tasted  a  dro))  of 
liquor  in  his  life  time!  though  he  had  seen 
iiiueh  of  intemperance  and  its  horrid  effects. 
He  stated  that  he  vviisin  the  Army  of  Nap 
leoii  nearly  twenty  three  years — that  in  1792 
he  was  his  Captain — and  that  he  had  served 
with  him  at  his  last  great  buttle  of  Waterloo. 
He  went  to  Egypt  with  him,  and  endured  all 
the  sufieiings  and  privations  of  forced  marches 
on  tbe  great  deserts  and  heneaih  a  burning 
still,  with  no  water  to  quench  thirst — lill  so 
great  was  their  suffering  that  they  opened 
their  veins  and  drank  the  blood.  Only  6000 
reliirned  to  France,  and  of  ihis  nuinher  only 
3000  could  bear  arms,  and  these  were  all  tem¬ 
perance  men  ! — they  could  withstand  the  heat 
and  thirst,  and  on  them  the  plague  had  no  ef¬ 
fect.  He  stated  that  lie  was  the  only  survivor 
of  the  army  that  followed  Bonap 
E?ypt.  He  went  with  Uonnparle’s  army  ol 
350,000  men  to  Russia,  of  which  only  60,000 
itiirned — and  of  these  20,000  only  were  able 
I  bear  arms.  He  stated  that  he  had  been 
rer  two  hundred  eng.agenients,  and  wore 
his  body  the  scars  of  foiirieen  wounds.  1 
age  he  .stated  to  be  70  years,  and  be  would 
take  this  opportunity  of  correcting  an  erro 
which  be  noticed  in  some  of  the  papers,  stating 
his  age  at  79.  In  regard  to  the  baneful  effects 
of  intemperance,  or  even  the  occasional  u 
spirits,  he  related  an  anecdote  of  u  tailor 
iiecied  with  the  army,  who  was  called  at  that 
time  a  temperate  man,  as  he  never  drank  but 
two  or  three  times  a  day .  On 
persuaded  by  friends,  he  drank  to  excess,  went 
home  to  his  family,  was  kindly  spoken  to  by 
his  wife,  for  his  fault — was  so  enraged  as  to 
seize  an  axe  and  kill  her  on  the  spot — his  little 
children  too,  who  fled  to  him  for  protection, 
he  also  murdered.  He  then  lay  down  by  the 
side  of  his  wife,  and  knew  nothing  of  tbe  hor¬ 
rid  deed  rill  the  next  re.orniiig,  and  then  could 
recollect  nothing  more  than  the  words  spoken 
by  his  wife.  He  said  he  wished  Iroin  his  heart 
that  all  moderate  drinkers  could  have  heard 
this  man  appeal  to  the  citizens  just  before  his 
execution — liis  warning  to  all  10  beware  of 
touching  or  t.asting  spiriciinus  liquors.  He  was 
very  eloquent,  and  expre.ssed  bimselt  devoted 
to  the  cau.se  of  icinpernnce,  and  we  doubt  not 
will  prove  a  great  aid  in  pusliing  forward  this 
great  w'ork.  We  understand  that  wiihin  a 
short  time  our  citizens  will  have  an  opportu¬ 
nity  of  hearing  him. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  10  o’clock  P.  M. 


Death  of  Noah  Webster,  L.  L.  D.  1 

This  celebrated  lexicogropher  died  on 
Saturday  night,  28ih  insi.,  at  his  residence 
in  New  Haven, .Conn.,  in  iHfe  85th  year  ol 
his  age,  after  a  sickness  of  only  three  or  four 
davs,  which  assumed  the  form  of  pleurisy. 
His  talents  were  known  and  appreciaifed  in 
he  United  Slates, by  almost  every  individual 
who  has  occasion  to  use  an  English  spelling 
book  or  an  English  Dictionary.  The  New 
Haven  Hei  aid  says  : 

Dr.  Webster  has  been  a  long  time  before 
the  public  as  a  prominent  individual  in  the 

various  departments  of  society,  and  a  short 

notice  of  the  principal  events  of  his  life  can¬ 
not  be  unacceptable  to  the  public.  He  vtas 
born  in  West  Hartford, in  this  SialeOci.IGih 
175S.  He  was  a  decendanl  of  John  Web¬ 
ster  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Council  from 
its  first  foundation,  and  subsequently  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Connecticut. 

Noah  Webster  entered  Y.ale  College  in 
1774.  In  his  Junior  year,  in  the  time  of 
Burgoy tie’s  expedition  from  Canada,  he  vol¬ 
unteered  his  services  under  the  command  ol 
his  father, who  was  Capt.  in  the  alarm  list.  In 
that  campaign,  all  the  males  in  the  family- 
four  in  number,  were  in  the  army  at  the 
same  lime.  Nolwiilislaoding  this  interrup¬ 
tion  in  his  studies,  Mr.  Webster  graduated 
igh  repiiiaiiou  in  1773.  During  the 
summer  of  1776,  he  resided  in  the  fami¬ 
ly  of  Mr.  afterwards  Chief  Jusiice,  Ellsworth, 

Hartford.  He  was  admitted  at  the  bar 
ill  1781.  SuUsequenlly,  he  engaged  in  the 
business  ol  instruciion,  and  being  strongly 
impressed  with  the  defects  of  such  books 
were  theti  used  in  elementary  schools,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1789,  at  Ilarlfiird,  liis  i'trsf  Part 
of  a  Grammatical  Institute  of  the  English 
Grammar.  The  great  success  of  this,  and  ol 
others  of  ihe  same  class  prepared  by  him 

ell  known.  Mr.  W’ebster  early  became 
political  writer.  His  publication  in  t 
ciiaracicr  was  at  Hait.'brd  in  1783,  when  the 
Slate  was  agitated  on  the  subject  of  half-pay 
for  life  to  the  Revolutionary  army.  For  a 
series  of  papers  in  the  Connecticut  Courani 
under  the  signaiure  of  Hoiiorius,  he  received 
the  thanks  ol  Gov.  Trumbull  in  person,  and 
was  liialdy  complimented  by  oihe'r  gentle¬ 
men  of  distinction .  At  various  other  peri¬ 
ods  ol  public  exciiimeni  and  difficulty  the 
aid  of  his  pen  was  solicited  by  those  who 
were  best  acquainted  with  his  full  and  cor- 
infonnation  on  questions  of  public  iiiier- 
cst,  and  liis  ability  to  explain  and  defend  his

His  ‘sketches  of  American  Policy,’  pub¬ 
lished  in  17S4,  liis  wriiing  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  ol  the  Federal  Consiiiuiion,  in  de¬ 
fence  of  Wa'liingion’s  proclamation  of  neu¬ 
trality,  and  of  ihe  treaty  negotiated  will)  G, 
Britain  by  Mr.  Jay,  had  great  influence  on 
the  public  opinion  and  was  liiglily  appre. 
eiaied.  Various  other  topics  during  the  samt 
period  were  publicly  discussed  by  him.  In 
1793,  he  commenced  a  daily  paper  in  New 
York  which  is  now  called  the  Commercial 
Advertiser  and  N.  Y.  Spectator. 

Mr.  Websier  removed  to  Now  Haven  in 
1798,  and  in  1807  entered  on  the  grand  bus- 
i  of  his  life — ihe  compiling  of  a  new  an  ' 
complete  Diciionary  of  the  English  Lai 
guage.  This  work  he  prosecuted  amidst  va¬ 
rious  difficulties  and  discouragements,  and 
published  the  first  edition  of  it  in  1828.  In 
the  preparation  of  this  dictionary  he  was  led 
to  iiivesligaie  to  a  great  extent  the  sohjeci 
of  Eiymology,  and  the  relations  of  various 
languages  to  each  other.  This  Diciionary 
has  been  more  favorably  received  than,  as 
is  believed,  the  author  ever  amicipaied. — 
His  other  publications  are  loo  numerous  to 
to  be  particularly  mentioned  here.  Dr. 
VVebsier  formed  no  opinion  wiiliout  investiga¬ 
ting,  and  such  opinion  on  any  subject  as  ap¬ 
peared  to  him,  after  full  consideration  to  be 
.correct,  he  never  feared  to  express.  He 
strongly  loved  his  country,  and  was  a  palri- 

of  ihe  Washington  school.  He  lived  and 
died  in  the  faiili  of  the  Gospel.  For  the 
last  forty  years  of  liis  life,  though  he  had 
been  long  before  a  diligent  siudeiii,  he  de¬ 
voted  his  time  to  literary  pursuits  with  a:i 
ardor  rarely  seen  in  any  couniry  especially 
n  this.  His  study  was  his  home  ;  his  books 
ind  pen  his  constant  companions  ;  gnd  liis 
knowledge  to  the  last  was  constantly  on  the 
increase.  When  such  a  man  is  taken  from 
life,  ‘much  learning  dieih  with  him.’ 

Dr.  Webster  had  enjoyed  remarkably  vig¬ 
orous  health  till  within  a  few  days  of  his 
death.  On  Monday  of  last  week  he  was 
slightly  unwell,  but  no  alarm  was  felt  by  his 
family.  His  disorder,  however,  soon  took 
the  form  of  pleurisy,  and  be  gradually  sank 
under  ll.e  attack  lill,  at  the  lime  above  men¬ 
tioned,  in  the  full  pos.sessioii  of  his  reason 
he  died  with  entire  composure  and  resigna- 


SelUng  Unwholesome  Provisions,  j 
AN  EPICURE! 

The  1st  section  of  the  163d  chapter  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  is  as  follows  ; 

“If  any  person  shall  sell  any  diseased, 
corrupted  or  unwholesome  provisions,  wheth¬ 
er  for  meat  or  drink,  knowing  the  same  to 
be  such,  without  making  it  known  to  the 
buyer,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in 
the  State  prison,  not  more  than  five  years, 
or  by  fine  nol  exceeding  one  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail, 
not  more  than  one  year.’’ 

Uifder  this  provision  a  firm  in  this  city 
were  indicted  and  tried,  at  the  present 
ol  the  District  Court,  for  selling  a  kii 
fish  called  skate,  for  balibuis’  heads 
fins. 

The  government  proved  that  one  of  the 
firm  sold  a  quantity  of  fish  in  a  barrel  as 
halibuts’  beads  and  fins,  but  that  a  large 
portion  of  them  proved  to  be  skates’  fins  and 

One  witness  for  the  government  testified 
that  he  purchased  some  of  the  fish  of  the 
complaiiiani — iliai  he  did  not  know  w  hat 
make  of  the  skates — ihoughi,  however,  that 
be  should  like  to  try  them,  as  he  had  never 
eaten  any,  and  had  some  of  them  cooked.
